Some of the People of the Sonth Hid 
Behind Trees In 1833, When the 
Iron Horse Went By— 1 The Conulry’s 
Earliest Railroad. 

America cannot lay claim to the first 
locomotive or the first railroad. That 
great honor lies with England. Yet , 
Yankee genius was not very fnr behind 
her, for, when George Stephenson , 
launched his first real locomotive, the 
Rocket, on the Liverpool aud Manches¬ 
ter road in 1829, the first spike had been 
driven on the Baltimore aud Ohio rail¬ 
road, July 4, 1828, by Charles Carroll 
of Carrollton, the last surviving signer 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
This was the first road started ln the 
United States, and in 1830 It had reach¬ 
ed Ellicott Mills, 13 miles from Balti¬ 
more. 

Blit the south can claim the honor of 
completing the longest railroad ln the 
world at tliift date, being the old 
Charleston and Hamburg road, now a 
part of the South Carolina aud Georgia 
system, which was begun In 1830, and 
by October, 1833, it had 137 miles of 
track iu operation. In n letter from 
Mr. Samuel C. Clarke of Georgia, a 
kinsman of the writer, who attained 
the extreme age of 01 years and who 
had seen the beginning and the" comple¬ 
tion of this road, be thus gives bis ex¬ 
perience upon first sight of a locomo¬ 
tive: 

“One day while going down to 
Charleston with a party of gentlemen 
to attend the races ns we approached 
the city we saw In the distance the 
new railroad, finished some 10 or 12 
miles out of Charleston. It was built 
upon piles, longer or short, according 
to the nature of the ground. Sometimes 
In crossing a ravine the rails were 20 
feet from the surface. Our track ran 
near this elevated road, and soon a 
horrid shriek as from 20 panthers was 
heard in tlie woods. By this time we 
were nervous. Elephants and lions 
we bad heard of, and some of us had 
seen them, but wliat monster was this 
whose screams we heard? Presently 
It came iu sight, flying aloft through 
tlie air and breathing tire and smoke, 
and our frightened steeds became un¬ 
manageable, and in fact I think that 
some of our party were as badly fright¬ 
ened as tlielr horses. If any of my 
readers are old enough to remember 
the introduction of locomotives and 
how they felt at first sight of them, 
they will perhaps understand our sen¬ 
sations that day in the pine woods. 

“A mile or two farther on we came 
to a broken wagon by the side of the 
road, nml near it sat a Georgia cracker 
smoking ids pipe. On being nsked 
what was his trouble lie replied, ‘Well, 
stranger, I’ve often beam tell of nulli¬ 
fication, and now I reckon I’ve saw it 
for true.’ ” 

It Is somewhat amusing now to rcml 
of the superstitious dread with which 
the Inhabitants looked upon tlie build¬ 
ing of these first railroads. Some 
thought the smoke of tlie continual 
passing trains would cause a pestilence 
or destroy nil the crops along tlie road. 
Others were afraid to ride on tlie cars 
for fear of having their breath taken 
away, and the people in tlie cities ob¬ 
jected to tlie railroad being built be¬ 
cause they feared tlie smoke from the 
engines would soil the clothes which 
were hung out to dry. 

Many are yet living who looked upon 
the terrible, screeching iron monster 
with awe and trepidation. Mr. Nat Mc¬ 
Gee of Ivy, Albemarle, tells a joke upon 
himself that when he heard the train 
coming lie jumped from his horse and 
got behind a tree, where he viewed it 
for fear of being run over. Mr. W. T. 
Prout, who was taking a wagon load of 
produce to Richmond, when lie reached 
GordonviUe heard the whistle and ter¬ 
rible noise of the approaching train, 
and he anil his companions were so 
seared that they sprang out, leaped the 
fence and ran across the field to a safe 
distance, leaving tlie wagon and team 
to its fate, but when the train appeared 
It was only nil engine and one concli. 

The first roadbeds were formed, ns 
has been stated, tiy driving piles In the 
ground, upon the top of which were 
placed wooden stringers, in which were 
cut a groove for the -wheels to run. 
Those were called “wooden railroads" 
and at a distance appeared like tlie ele¬ 
vated railroads In the cities of the pres¬ 
ent day. The honor of this invention 
was contested between John Ilartraan 
of Scottsvllle, Va., and John Williams, 
an engineer of Ohio, hut It did not 
prove a bonanza to either, for the 
wheels were constantly bouncing ont of 
the groove, and the piles soon after 
gave place to solid dirt embankments, 
and strap Iron rails were substituted 
for tlie wooden groove. But the grad¬ 
ing was very Imperfect and uneven, 
which made riding on one of these 
primitive railroads like going over a 
corduroy road in a springless wagon, 
with the cars bouncing over these 
rough rails to the jingling music of the 
windows.—Richmond Dispatch. 


ANIMALS THATGO ON STRIKE 

Blrda, Beasts anil Even Insects That 

Would Rather Loaf Than Work. 

A common result of herding a large 
number of horses together In a field Is 
that they all come out on strike. They 
bunch together under trees, eat less 
than usual, get more and more restive 
and are always neighing and rubbing 
noses. The end of it Is that the entire 
herd declines to do any work, will not 
he saddled or harnessed, chases Its at¬ 
tendants about, and bites, squeals and 
kicks all day. The oldest jog trotter 
after a “conference” like this, will jib, 
smash up Ills cart and behave like an 
unbroken colt. Nobody knows the rea¬ 
son. But ln large towns also the horses 
all suddenly strike at times, especially 
If they have been together a good deal. 
Then there Is a regular epidemic of 
runaways, smash ups and so forth, or 
sometimes most of the horses of a 
town, as if by previous arrangement, 
will be down in the road and refuse to 
get up. 

Cows are worse still, and when they 
are seen crowding together under trees, 
fidgeting and “mooing,” they are said 
to be “on the growl,” and the herders 
and milkmen know they are going to 
have a bad time. At such periods cows 
will sooner die of “milk fever” than let 
themselves be milked, and will be as 
sulky and Intractable as mules. Bul¬ 
locks, when they get a fit of this kind, 
are actually known as “strikers" and 
are liable to become dangerous. When 
the herdsmen see them huddling to¬ 
gether sulkily and making odd snort¬ 
ing or grunting noises, they look out 
for squalls, for the cattle will not be 
herded ln any direction and stubbornly 
refuse to do anything they are wanted 
to do. 

Birds are notorious for "woman’s 
rights” strikes — that is, the females 
sometimes flock together, abandoning 
or driving away tbe males, and refuse 
to do nuy “housework” whatever. They 
desert their nests and will not finish 
building. They leave their eggs to 
grow cold ami unhatchable, and noth¬ 
ing will induce them to return. The 
male birds grow very concerned at 
such limes, but they have no remedy, 
for throughout the beast and bird crea¬ 
tion the male will never attack or In¬ 
jure the female, though the reverse of¬ 
ten takes place. Warblers and starlings 
especially are given to these “female 
workers’ ” strikes, and the thing be¬ 
comes serious, for a whole district will 
be full of nests left to rot, clutches of 
eggs abandoned and even young broods 
left to starve if one or two of tlie 
“strikers” have hatched out their eggs. 

Ants are geniuses at organizing and 
carrying out strikes, especially the lit¬ 
tle yellow ants that live with the black 
tribes and do most of tlielr work for 
them. Tbe wages they earn are not 
high, for they merely work for their 
keep. They are allowed the same food 
as' tlielr masters. At times, however, 
the yellow ant becomes discontented 
and after a great deal of congregating 
and restlessness strike work in a body 
and decline to do anything. 

Tlie black nuts then cut them off 
from supplies and endeavor to starve 
them into submission. Sometimes they 
even attack them and try to bully them 
Into doing the work. The “yellows,” 
however, generally prefer to be killed 
rather than abandon their principles, 
are not to be coerced, and the masters 
are driven to do the work themselves. 
Sometimes they make a raid and get a 
fresh hatch of “yellows” into the aunt 
hill to take the strikers’places, but these 
mostly join the malcontents after a day 
or two. The strike ends in one of two 
ways—the "yellows” may escape and 
try to found a colony of their own or 


they inny give ln and settle down to 
work again. 

Perhaps, on the whole, rabbits are 
the most determined strikers there are. 
Iu rabbit colonies there are nearly al 
ways a certain number of stronger rab¬ 
bits who do most of the hardest dig 
ging and burrowing, and about once In 
two years these appear to grow discon¬ 
tented and decline to make the pas¬ 
sages which connect all the burrows ln 
a big warren. Without these passages 
the assembly is not safe from stoats 
and ferrets, aud tbe commonwealth Is 
endangered. But the large digging rab¬ 
bits give up work and sit about brows¬ 
ing ln the pastures all day and night, 
and unless they choose to get to work 
again all new excavations for fresh 
rabbit families have to stop.—Detroit 
News-Tribune. 

A Railroad Man’s Story-. 

“One of the worst starts I ever had,” 
said an engineer the other day, “was 
due to a large, lazy pig that had got 
on my mind. Nothing will slide a train 
more easily and destructively from the 
rails than live pork. This particular 
specimen had a habit of burrowing 
alongside the track, and It was a fair 
presumption that sooner or later he 
would find something to interest him 
between the rails aud somebody would 
go down the bank. 

“I was coming down a hill one day 
at high speed and craning my neck for 
a comforting sight of piggy In his ac¬ 
customed place when, as 1 popped 
around the curve, a bright red flag as¬ 
saulted my anxious gaze. Tlie connec¬ 
tion between that flag and the pig was 
only a bit of mental aberration on my 
part, but it was very vivid.

Tbo natives sip it from 
spoons of black wood, neatly carved, 
of which they think a great deal.

nual output is 220,000,000 tons, a week’s 
output would build a pyramid by the 
side of which the Great Pyramid of 
Cheops would be dwarfed to compara¬ 
tive insignificance; and every ten min¬ 
utes there is raised 15,000 tons of coal. 
Suppose we take a gigantic pair of 
scales, and in one pan put one of our 
large new battleships weighing 14,600 
tons, and in the other pan the coal 
mined in a single period of ten minutes. 
The battleship would be elevated to a 
position neither natural nor dignified, 
yet in accordance with the Inexorable 
law of gravitation. 

But of the great mass of coal we pro¬ 
duced in 1000 only 7,000,000 tons were 
exported. Nevertheless, comparatively 
insignificant as this amount seems in 


advance in price at the rate at which 
it is going this year, the capacity of 
the public to purchase will have ceased 
long before the available supply shall 
have been exhausted. 

It may not be amsiss to attempt to 
represent the reserve supply of coal in 
this country by means of a diagram, 
using only round numbers and approxi¬ 
mate dimensions. 

If the coal mined within thirty years 
is equivalent to a block of the dimen¬ 
sions of a cubic mile, the reserve may 
be indicated by a block 100 times as 
large in cubical contents. That is to 
say, the coal still in the bowels of the 
earth would make a cube of 100 miles 
dimensions. As a matter of fact, if 
the coal supply Is 500,000,000,000 tons.

HE coal barons 
announce that the 
price of coal will 
advance by a fixed 
gradation accord¬ 
ing to a schedule 
agreed upon by the 
producers.

announcement, says Pennsylvania Grit, 
of Williamsport, is a stubborn fact 
which will not yield to argument; the 
other statement will appear less alarm¬ 
ing if we examine It in the light of such 
information as we are able to get. 

According to statistical reports the 
output of coal In the United Stntes lust 
year was In round numbers 250,<100,(XX) 
tons. As a ton of coal in strata repre¬ 
sents about one cubic yard, last year’s 
output was 250,000,000 cubic ynrds. 
This amount of coal would make a 
stack a mile square and approximately 
400 feet high. It is an enormous quan¬ 
tity, and we may be excused for some 
alarm when we are told that the re¬ 
serve supply will soon be exhausted 
But It may be well to look into the mat¬ 
ter a little before getting into a panic of 
fear. However, before relieving our 
distress of mind, let us enjoy a brief 
season of additional shivers. 

Thirty Yenra' Product. 

Somebody has estimated that during 
the past thirty years we have mined 
5,000,(XX),000 tons of coal. Ho we real¬ 
ize what that means. This quantity of 
coal, estimating a ton at a cubic yard, 
and dealing In round numbers, would 
make one cnblc mile; that is, a block 
one mile high, one mile broad, aud one 
mile thick. But this calculation is made 
on the basis of coal closely compacted 
in the strata. When coni is brought to 
the surface it gains about one-third in 
bulk. Let us suppose, therefore, thnt 
each ton of coal after being extracted 
from the mine occupies a space of 
about forty cubic feet. This is not un- 

fol- 
Ile of 

coni In the mine becomes on the surface 
1 1-8 cubic miles. A person with a taste 
for mathematical calculations can fig¬ 
ure out that 1 1-3 cubic miles of ma¬ 
terial would build a wall 100 feet high, 
140 feet broad at the base, 100 feet wide 
at the top, and 2,000 miles long. In 
other words, the coal that has been 
mined in the United States within thir¬ 
ty years would build a Chinese wall of 
the dimensions given, across the United 
States from the lowest point in Texas 
to the northern boundary of North Da¬ 
kota, and extending 200 miles Into Brit¬ 
ish territory. 

Or, 1 1-3 cutylc miles of material would 
construct an enormous breakwater run¬ 
ning out to sea twenty-two miles, one 
mile wide and 320 feet high.

comparison with the total output, it 
would require about 384,000 cars of 
twenty tons capacity each to hRul it to 
the seaboard for shipment, and it 
would supply cargoes of 3,500 tons each 
to 2,000 vessels. England exports an¬ 
nually 42,000,000 tons of coal, and, to 
transport it, 12,000 vessels, each of car¬ 
rying capacity of 3,500 tons, are re¬ 
quired. 

71,000 Tralnloada. 

Let us imagine a condition in which 
our entire annual output would be ex¬ 
ported. In that case we should have 
71,000 trains each a mile long carrying 
coal from the mines to tidewater, and 
the seas would be crowded with more 
than 70,000 loaded ships. If we carry 
the calculations still further and deal 
with the output for thirty years, the 
merchant marine devoted to the coal 
carrying trade would be swelled to the 
stupendous number of 1,420,000 ships. 

These calculations give us something 
of an idea of the extent of the coal 
mining industry, and dispose our minds 
to accept without question the alarmist 
reports sent out from time to time eo- 
lncldently with the announcement of 
an ndvance in the market price. How¬ 
ever, there Is another side to the ques¬ 
tion. It Is estimated that the area of 
coal lands In the world is 472,000 acres, 
distributed ns follows: China and Ja¬ 
pan, 200,000; United Stntes, 194,(XX); 
India, 35,000; Russia. 27,tXM>: Great

“Whereas In the year of our Lord 
God 1300, King Edward the I by proc¬ 
lamation prohibited the burning*of sea 
cole in London and tlie suburbs to 
avoid the sulfcrous smoke and savor of 
the firing * * * there is so grent 
scarcity of wood throughout tile whole 
kingdom that • * * the Inhabitants 
in general are constrained to make 
their fires of sea cole or pit cole even 
In the chambers of honorable person¬ 
ages. Within thirty years Inst the nice 
dames of London would not come into 
any house or room where sea coles 
were burning nor willingly eat of the 
meat that was either sod or roasted 
with sea cole fire.”

“The natives usually live in bamboo 
houses, though In the towns the dwell¬ 
ings are of adobe. Children go naked 
for the first two or three yenrs of their 
life, and the attire of the adults is 
rather scant. The government is lib¬ 
eral with concessions In order to en¬ 
courage the development of the coun¬ 
try’s resources, hut there is no general 
rule governing the granting of privi¬ 
leges; It all depends on how good a 
bargain may he driven. The climate Is 
very salubrious and laziness Is about 
the only prevailing disease.

There are made on the average in the 
United States, It is computed, 500,000 
sew lug machines a year, and the extent 
of the sewing machine business is 
shown by figures which, if not sustain¬ 
ed by official corroboration, might be 
thought to he extravagant. There are 
sixty-five sewing machine factories in 
the United States, with a gross capital 
of $’20,(XX),tXX), giving employment to 
10,000 persons am] having annual re¬ 
ceipts of more ihnn $15,<XX),000. 

The American sewing machine indus¬ 
try is sufficiently large to supply not 
only the home market, but the foreign 
market as well, and nine-tenths of all 
the machines made In the world are 
produced in the United States, and 
practically all of them are protected by 
American patents, and are the results 
of Yankee Ingenuity, preseverance, and 
discovery. In the figures of the sew¬ 
ing machine business of this country 
the important Item of repairs to ma- 
ehlnes are not included. It is a separ¬ 
ate branch of the business, maintained 
apart from the manufacture of ma¬ 
chines, and gives employment to a con¬ 
siderable number of persons. American 
sewing machines to the value of about 
$4,000,000 a year are shipped to other 
countries, and there is practically no 
country where the benefits of clvlliza- 
tioiT nre known In which the American 
sewing machines are not in use.—New 
York Sun.

Our Wild Cherries. 

In the early history of America, two 
try it. I ^ species of cherry were found wild. The 
common one grows to a large tree and 
was named l.y the botanists, Cerasus 
serotina. This is what is usually un¬ 
derstood when referring to tlie wild 
cherry. Wild cherry bark and wild 
cherry tonics of tlie drug stores are ob¬ 
tained from this species. There is an¬ 
other species which seldom makes a 
tree of nny size, and is more commonly 
known ns a large shrub. This is the 
Cerasus Virglniana. It is better known, 
in distinction to the other, ns the choke 
cherry. It is more closely related to the 
bird cherry, ’ihe bird cherry is known 
ns the Cerasus padus. Since the Intro¬ 
duction of the common cherry of the 
old world, birds have carried seeds 
from the gardens to the woods, and 
tills cherry lias now become almost as 
common in some of the woods around 
certain cities as though it were indigen¬ 
ous here. This is even called tlie wild 
cherry, when speaking comparatively 
with the garden one. But the names 
tend to confusion with the American 
wild cherry. Nurserymen, In order to 
Prevent confusion, have almost univer¬ 
sally adopted the name of Muzzard for 
the wild forms of the garden cherry.— 
Meehan’s Monthlv.

John Habberton of “Helen’s Babies” 
reputation, points out in the Literary 
Era that the songs most sung in our 
land, uud almost the only American 
songs sung in other civilized lands, are 
those of Stephen 0. Foster, who died 
nearly fifty years ugo. Foster left over 
150 songs, of which the words, as well 
as the melodies, were his. Not all are 
remembered, but the number of famil- 
lar ones is remarkable. His “Old Folks 
at Home” is the most popular song in 
existence. Mr. Habberton tells us It 
has been translated Into all the lan¬ 
guages of Europe, and also into some 
of Asia and the isles of the sea. “The 
lines are poetic only in the sense of 
suggestion; they are so simple and 
artless that it would seem any school 
child could pen them and Improve on 
them, but they express the sentiment 
of every homesick man or woman who 
ever lived.” 

Almost as popular, says Mr. Habber¬ 
ton, for the reason that It appeals to a 
some-time incident in nlmost every life, 
is “Hard Times,” which has been sung 
with feeling in New York brokers’ of¬ 
fices within a few weeks. 

“Ok, Susanna” took the world by 
storm, and to its music scores of other 
words have been set. 

“It is the misfortune of song writ¬ 
ers,” continues Mr. Habberton, “that 
some of the strongest nud most honora¬ 
ble human sentiments appear so un- 
romantlc to the observer that the com¬ 
poser avoids them through absolute 
fear. One of these sentiments is that 
of coujugal affection, upon which de¬ 
pends much of coming humanity that 
is to be above the level of the animal. 
Yet how many songs In praise of the 
married life can the happiest husband 
recall? After searching his memory 
frantically, he generally responds with 
Foster’s ’Maggie by My Side.’ The 
song is more ambitious than Its au¬ 
thor’s other works, but It leaves the 
impression that life and fate may do 
their worst while 'Maggie’s by my 
side.* 

“Many of Foster’s songs have sur¬ 
vived the ‘peculiar* institution that in¬ 
spired them. Among them Is ‘Old Black 
Joe.’ Of this it may be said In passing 
that when WllkelmJ, the virtuoso vio¬ 
linist, first reached the United States 
he went at once, with a great enthu¬ 
siasm and a small English vocabulary, 
to a music store and demanded the 
score of something which be called 
‘Black Jack.’ The man at the counter 
knew no musical piece with that name, 
and not even WllhelmJ’s card stimulat¬ 
ed his memory.

Cleaning; Oil Palnttnata. 

An nrt journal suggests raw potatoes 
to clean oil palntlugs. Have a few po¬ 
tatoes at hand, each cut In halves. The 
fresh surface is dampened slightly with 
cold water and used to rub the canvas. 
As the potatoes show soli the surface 
Is sliced off and the rubbing continued. 
This process will create n little lather, 
which should be wiped off as fast as it 
accumulates with a clean, damp sponge. 
When the whole canvas is cleaned. It 
should be washed over lightly with 
clean water from which the chill has 
been taken and finally the water 
carefully wiped off with an old clean 
silk handkerchief. Raw potatoes to 
clean paintings are frequently in hear¬ 
say evidence, but this description of 
the process may he of value. It is sug¬ 
gested by way of reasonable caution 
that the experiment should he tried 
first upon a canvas of tritliug value 
and upon one corner of that.

Artificial Stone. 

Qunrrymen and stone dressers will 
probably he gradually crowded out of 
their occupation by the use of artificial 
stone. In tlie manufacture of this stone 
the sand is heated and the cement add¬ 
ed to the amount of 12 per cent of the 
mixture. The steel molds are filled 
with the dry material and moved into 
an immense cylinder, which Is closed 
and bolted. Rolling water Is then 
turned in under pressure sufficient to 
force It all through the saml lu the 
molds. The content slacks, but the 
steel molds do not permit any expan 
sion to occur, and the stone Is formed 
and dried under nil Immense pressure. 
The result Is a very hard stone, which 
can be supplied In shapes desired and 
much cheaper than the natural stone.

Not until one looks over a list of 
Foster’s songs does one fully realize 
that almost without exception the most 
prized songs In his memory belong to 
Foster. Really, “tlie best-known and 
best-loved song writer of the world 
came not from nny great musical cen¬ 
ter of Europe, but from a town that 
in Foster’s day was ‘way out west’ in 
the United States.” This was Pitts¬ 
burg. which bad the honor of being his 
home and birthplace.
